Tourists often take architectural boat tours on the Chicago River alongside 
kayakers and water taxis. People relax, sip on a cocktail and even fish from the 
riverwalk. Now imagine swimmers in the water. 


That’s one of the activities envisioned 
for Chicago-area rivers in a report released 
Wednesday by the Metropolitan Planning 
Council. 

The nonprofit group surveyed more than 
6,000 people over i8 months— including real 
estate developers, river users and other stake- 
holders— to come up with a vision for the fu- 
ture of the Chicago, Calumet and Des Plaines 
rivers and 150 miles of riverfront. The report 
outlines ways to make the three rivers more 
accessible, inviting and cleaner by 2020, 2030 
and 2040. 

Recommendations include a continuous 
riverfront trail system to connect communi- 
ties with the waterways, more recreational and 
retail opportunities, and improved water qual- 
ity for swimmers and the many species of fish, 
reptiles and mammals that call the rivers home. 

“We know people want to see rejuvena- 
tion along the riverfronts. To be frank, we also 
know not everything is going great in Chicago 
right now. What a document like this does is 
show that we have a vision for a future that is 
better than today” said Josh EUis, project lead 
and director at the Metropolitan Planning 
Council. 

The report, issued in conjunction with other 


civic organizations and government agencies 
as partners, does not address the cost of the 
recommendations, or how they would be fund- 
ed. Finances could be a hurdle in a city that is 
saddled with debt. 

The report was designed to motivate invest- 
ment, show how the rivers can be assets, help 
inform future decision-makers about what’s 
best for the rivers, establish priorities and in- 
spire stewardship, Ellis said. 

“I feel that there are many entities— gov- 
ernment, nongovernment, individual people, 
community organizations— who helped write 
this and helped shape this. So that gives me 
hope they will be emotionally invested in see- 
ing it happen, and that will lead to them being 
financially invested,” EUis said. 

Another obstacle is the cleanliness of the 
river. The U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency in 2011 demanded that the water on 
stretches of the Chicago River be clean and 
safe enough for recreational activities such as 
swimming. But the rivers aren’t there yet and 
probably won’t be clean enough to swim in for 
some time, said Josh Mogerman, spokesman 
for the Natural Resources Defense Council, an 
environmental group. 

“Swimming in any of the city’s rivers right 


now is definitely a bad idea because there’s a 
long legacy of contamination,” he said, adding 
that heavy metals are among the muck at the 
bottom of the rivers. 

Testing by the Metropolitan Water Recla- 
mation District, the taxpayer-funded agency 
that handles Cook County sewage and storm- 
water, last summer revealed high levels of bac- 
teria from human waste at more than a dozen 
spots in the Chicago River stretching through 
the North Side and downtown to Bridgeport. 
Levels of disease-causing germs routinely ex- 
ceeded state standards for recreational water- 
ways, the testing showed. 

But the MWRD has taken steps recently, 
after years of legal battles, to fiiUy treat the 
wastewater at treatment plants before pouring 
it into the rivers, Mogerman said. 

Mayor Emanuel has undertaken several 
large river-focused projects since becoming 
mayor, from the massive construction of a 
downtown riverwalk to installation of several 
boathouses to try to open up stretches of the 
water for kayak rentals and other recreational 
activities. 

The mayor sees turning the rivers into “Chi- 
cago’s backyard,” a counterpoint to the lake- 
front front yard, as a potential legacy project. 
He frequently mentions the river when touting 
his accomplishments. The riverwalk, financed 
by federal loans, was an idea first hatched dur- 
ing Mayor Richard M. Daley’s administration. 

The river rehabilitation also fits into the

post-industrialization of Chicago that Eman- 
uel covets, alongside endeavors such as the 
transformation of a derelict train line into the 
popular 606 park. 

The new report opens the door to think of 
how property along the rivers could spur eco- 
nomic development— not just for industrial 
uses but retail opportunities, such as having 
small vendors sell food or rent fishing gear or 
watercraft at Bubbly Creek near Bridgeport, 
much like the concessions on the lakefront. 
Also noted in the report is the need to create 
healthy ecosystems and improve the habitats 
for many species of fish, reptiles and mammals. 

The next step is to determine which agencies 
and nonprofits could work together to start to 
turn the vision into reafity, lay the groundwork 
on the planning process and explore funding 
sources.

Pour some uni on me 

It’s an appropriate painting for the space as 
you’ll want to strap in for the earth-shaking 
goodies at Giant. I quickly forgot about the 
pig ears and got on board with Vincent’s new 
signature dish, the uni shooter ($5): a deep- 
fried ball filled with sweetened condensed 
milk and uni (a.k.a. sea urchin roe) that 
explodes in your mouth like a water balloon 
teeming with funky candied custard. “We 
almost didn’t do it because it’s so of-the- 
moment. We didn’t want to seem trendy,” 
Vincent said. “But it’s so good. We’re selling 
like 60 or 70 of these a night.” 

We followed this up with fluffy biscuits 
($3 each) studded with glinting turbinado

sugar crystals dripping with jalapeno butter, a 
recipe that Mollie Hayward, one of Night- 
wood’s old line cooks, used to prepare for 
staff meals. Having over-ordered in general, 
we were conservative here and stupidly 
requested only two biscuits to share for our 
table of four. Don’t make the same mistake. 

The charred carrots (Sio) dripped with uni 
butter, thai chili and tomato sofrito sauce, a 
crunchy hail of peanuts and flecks of scallion. 
The dish was so savory and mouth-coating, 
you’d swear it was doused in MSG. (For the 
record, I love MSG. I would snort it if I 
could, headaches be damned.) A dish called 
pici with chew (Si6), which sounds like a 
Pokemon Go character, was actually udon- 
like noodles that had a very sat- 
isfying bite. Tossed tvith bacon 
and glossy buttery fat, it ate like 
a carbonara rvith one very smart 
addition: “We griddle off jala- 
penos on our plancha or flat top 
and then soak them in apple 
cider vinegar and lemon juice to 
give the dish some acid. Acid is everything. 
It’s hfe,” Vincent said. “Unless we’re talking 
about acid at a three-day Phish concert in 
Vegas. That’s not very good. Trust me.” 

There are also pecan-smoked ribs (Si8) 
slathered with a sauce made from 40 very 
precisely weighed and measured ingredients. 
This may sound cheffy and gourmet, but 
it results in a sticky-sweet lacquer with a 
bitter molasses counterbalance that Vincent 
should consider bottling (at least to pay 
for air conditioning). The ribs themselves 
weren’t fall-off-the-bone baby food but a 
meaty plank with a firm chew They were 
accompanied by baked beans, which was 
the only thing I didn’t totally love. “That 
dish is sort of inspired by the vegetarian 
Heinz beans I used to eat at 3 a.m. from the 
pot after work,” Vincent said. Though he 
nailed the nostalgia play and they do taste 
like Heinz beans. I’ve never been a baked 


beans dude, and the dish didn’t quite pop like 
everything else I tried. 

Perfect pairings 

While some wine lists may be characterized 
as food-friendly. Giant’s options— which 
include a lot of crisp and fruity whites— are 
straight-up BFFs with Vincent’s food. I 
really liked a 2008 Richter Riesling Kabinett 
(Sii) that tasted of honey and pear. I also 
channeled my inner Carrie Bradshaw and 
ordered the Cosmopolitan ($11). My wife 
looked at me hke I’d just put on a mud mask, 
dravm a bubble bath and sidled up to the 
latest issue ofVogue, but when she tasted 
the eUxir of gin, peach-infused Campari, 

vermouth and lemon juice, she 
was very jealous. 

Throughout the meal, our 
server seemed overwhelmed, 
and we had to flag him down 
quite a few times to order extra 
rounds of drinks and more 
food. Unfortunately, our second 
round of drinks arrived after our dinner 
plates were cleared. 

Bottom line 

There were some service challenges and an air 
conditioning snafu, but I’d honestly eat Vin- 
cent’s food in a tent in the desert. He is one 
of Chicago’s very best chefs, and the food he’s 
putting out at Giant is some of the most sat- 
isfying, well-executed non-fiissy stuff around. 
The menu, save for the beans, is imiversaUy 
excellent and rates better than any of the 
places I’ve given a full four stars to this year. 

There are restaurants I review and restau- 
rants I go to for personal pleasure. If you want 
to discover the city’s best restaurants, ask a 
food critic where he or she celebrates birthdays 
or anniversaries. Giant is a place I will return to 

over and over when I’m not on the clock.
